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Becoming A Health/Fitness Professional 
Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott

I am writing this column 
in hope that some of you 
may join me in (attempting) 
to reverse the present trend 
towards sedentary _ living 
that is responsible for many 
of the illnesses, injuries, and 
infirmities that affect an ex- 
ceptionally high percentage 
of our American popula- 
tion.. According to a recent 
survey of more than 80,000 
adults, less than 5 percent 
performed regular physical 
activities of even a moder- 
ate effort level. Unlike pre- 
vious generations, it is dif- 
ficult for people in 2020 to 
spend much time away from 
a screen. Cell phones, com- 
puters, videos, and hundreds 
of television channels seem- 
ingly compel all but the 
most dedicated exercisers 
to spend too much time in 
some form of screen view- 
ing Or communications. 


While there are undoubt- 
edly many personal and 
professional advantages as- 
sociated with this remark- 
able electronic technology, 
the unintentional but un- 
fortunate effect is far fewer 
hours spent in_ physically 
active pursuits. The inevi- 
table result is a society in 


which nearly 85 percent of 


the adult population (and 
a large percentage of the 
youth population) have too 
little muscle and too much 
fat. In fact, too little muscle 
is a predisposing reason for 
too much fat. Less muscle 
leads to a lower metabolic 
rate, which results in fewer 
calories burned (24 hours 
a day), and more calories 
stored as body fat. 

Perhaps most disturbing, 
excessive body fat is asso- 
ciated with a variety of ill- 
nesses and infirmities that 
are affecting more people 


of all ages. 


For example, 
the increased 
obese adults is essentially 
paralleled by an increased 
incidence of diabetes. It 
is predicted that, without a 
change in our present sed- 
entary lifestyle, one-third 
of all American adults will 
experience this debilitating 
disease by the year 2050. 


Of course, higher rates of 


diabetes lead to higher rates 
of metabolic syndrome and 
cardiovascular disease. In 
addition to these issues, the 
range of physical problems 
associated with too much 
body fat (and too little mus- 


cle) include several types of 


cancer, elevated blood pres- 
sure, high blood cholesterol, 
osteoporosis, low back pain, 
arthritis, and many other se- 
rious health issues. 
Although two of every 
three adults are presently 
following a low calorie diet

plan, this approach to weight 
loss has little permanent 
benefit, as evidenced by the 
rising percentage of obese 
adults. Research reveals 
that 90 percent of. all dieters 
regain all the weight they 
lost within one year. This is 
largely because dieting fur- 
ther reduces muscle tissue 
and metabolic rate, which 
makes it extremely difficult 
to maintain the weight loss. 
Most people do not real- 
ize that about 20% of the 
weight lost during dieting is 
actually muscle tissue. 
Because the key to re- 
ducing body fat is muscu- 
lar activity that increases 
metabolic rate, resistance 
exercise is the most effec- 
tive means for attaining and 
maintaining desirable body 
composition. Surprisingly, 
few adults know how to 
implement an appropriate 
strength training program, 
which partially accounts for 
the low percentage of men 
and women who regularly 
perform resistance exercise. 
So, how do we educate the 
public about the benefits of 
strength training, and how 
do we motivate people to 


engage in this important, 
life-changing physical ac- 
tivity? 

My hope is that many 
more adults (young, middle- 
age, and older) will consider 
careers as health/fitness pro- 
fessionals If we don’t begin 
to address serious health is- 
sues from a preventive per- 
spective, we will soon over- 
whelm our medical system 
(especially with the present 
COVID crisis). 

If you have an interest in 


becoming a_health/fitness - 


practitioner, consider the 
following suggestions for 
entering this profession as a 
competent fitness instructor, 
personal trainer, or health 
coach. First, it is important 
to receive academic training 
(program certificate, associ- 
or bachelor’s 
degree) in exercise science 
or health promotion science 
at an institution of higher 
learning. This will provide 
you with both the general 
educational background 
and the specific instruc- 
tional skills to function ef- 
fectively in the field of fit- 
ness. Your college courses

will also prepare you for a © 


national fitness certification 
which requires passing a 
comprehensive professional 
examination. This is an es- 
sential step in becoming a 
fitness practitioner, as most 
YMCAs, health clubs, and 
exercise facilities. prefer to 
hire fitness instructors who 
have both academic creden- 
tials and a nationally recog- 
nized certification.

BBB ‘Shop Safe,

People are predicted to spend just under $1,000 this holi- 
day season on friends and loved ones, according to the Na- 
tional Retail Federation. This amount is slightly less than 
what was spent during the 2019 holiday season. Due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic, most consumers are expected to do 
some or all of their holiday shopping online. 

Retailers are advised to follow health department guide- 
lines to keep shoppers and employees safe while in the store. 
The usual rush and crush of holiday crowds are expected to 
be greatly reduced due to requirements for social distancing. 
Financially, there may be a smaller holiday budget for some 
shoppers as many people continue to look for work, includ- 
ing part-time holiday jobs. 

Much of the 2020 holiday gift shopping will more than 
likely involve searching for online shopping, and as BBB 
reported recently, so will the prevalence of online purchase 
scams. Online purchase scams ranked among the top three 
riskiest scams for the last three years, according to the 2019 
BBB Scam Tracker Risk Report published in March 2020, 
shortly after COVID-19 shut down much of the economy. 

Experts are predicting at least a 35 percent increase in 
e-commerce sales allowing retailers to enhance online of- 
ferings much earlier than the traditional Black Friday deals. 
For consumers, this also means more reading, researching, 
and checking on both the products and the sellers. 

BBB recommends the following tips to “Shop Safe, 
Shop Smart” this holiday season: 

* Research before you buy. Out of the 57 percent who 
did not research the website or business via an independent 
source (*like BBB.org) before ma a purchase, 81 per- 
cent lost money. 


“e If the deal looks too good to be true, it probably is. . 
The top motivating factor for people who made a purchase, 


then lost money was price. Don’t shop on price alone. _ 

* Beware of fake websites; Check the URL, watch for 
bad grammar, research the age of the domain, search for 
contact information, and read online reviews. 


ways research before giving); targeting veterans with fake 
employment opportunities (it’s a scam if you have to pay 
to get the job or provide sensitive personal information); 
and offers of free cash from little-known government grant 
programs (the federal government doesn’t hand out grants 
to individuals). 

Together, we can fight back and take one small step to 
repay our veterans for their service and sacrifices. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 
CYBER SHOPPING SCAMS - COVID 

It’s Thanksgiving, which means the holiday shopping 
season is about to kick off. Only this year, we can expect a 
big uptick in online shopping as we continue dealing with 
the pandemic. Here are three tips to make sure the hot deal 
you’re clicking on is really legitimate. _ 

First, be suspicious of any discounts larger than 55% off. 
Second, be on the lookout for irregular contact information, 
such as a Yahoo or Gmail address instead of a corporate re- 
tail account. Third, be wary of web addresses that are overly 
complex, don’t include the corporate retail name or don’t 
start with “https” -- they are all indicators that your data or 
your money may not be safe. 

SCAM ALERT #4: MEDICARE 
OPEN ENROLLMENT SCAMS 

It’s open enrollment season, which means it is also Medi- 
care fraud season. Eligible beneficiaries have until Decem- 
ber 7 to shop for the best deal for their health care dollar. 
Unfortunately some of the deals they will be offered won’t 
be deals at all. 

Just like in other years, Medicare scams spike during 
open enrollment season with scammers posing as insurance 
providers calling and emailing about free gifts or limited 
time offers. These scams are all designed to capture infor- 
mation scammers can use to bill Medicare for bogus ser- 
vices and treatment. 

Be suspicious of anyone who calls, emails or-visits you 
promoting a Medicare plan. Legitimate héalth plans can 
only contact you if you’ve requested information. Don’t 
give personal information to anyone who calls or visits out 
of the blue and always review your Medicare or explana- 
tion of benefits Statement to ensure fraudulent — aren’t 
included.

Shop Smart’ Tips 


* Professional photos do not mean it’s a real offer.

* Make sure the website is secure. Look for the “https” 
in the URL (the extra s is for “secure”) and a small lock icon 
on the address bar. Never enter payment or personal infor- 
mation into a website with only “http” ~ it is NOT secure. 

* Be careful purchasing sought-after products, espe- 
cially during the holiday season. The risk of online pur- 
chase scams rises during the holidays because more people 
are making online purchases, and scammers offer the most 
popular products for the season at great prices. 

¢ Beware of making quick purchases while scrolling 
through social media. Scammers have access to tools they 
need to learn about your buying behaviors, offering exactly 
what you want at enticingly low prices. 

* Look for the BBB seal. BBB Accredited Businesses 
pledge to uphold the BBB Standards for Trust and to deal 
fairly with consumers. If a business displays a BBB seal, 
verify it by going to BBB.org. 

* Use secure and traceable transactions and payment 
methods. According to BBB’s research, those paid with a 
credit card were less likely to lose money. Be cautious when 
paying by digital wallet apps, prepaid money cards, or other 
non-traditional payment methods. 

* Shipment tracking information can be faked. Look 
closely to make sure it is a legitimate business, Avoid ¢lick-

train passing under the Beale Street Bridge on its way to 
Quincy Center. Newport Avenue is on the right. The old 
Wollaston Depot on the left, originally named Wollaston 
Heights, was on the right side of the tracks until Newport 
Avenue was widened. It was very narrow and still a dirt 
road at this time and was widened to ease navigation 
on the hill for horse drawn wagons when it was mud. 
The tall building at the top of the hill was the Wollaston 


Hotel, It was built in 1870 along with the depot when 
the land called Wollaston Heights was subdivided into 
house lots.

New, Searchable Digital Database Of Mayflower Society Membership Applications Helps Reveal Family Connections To Pilgrims 


It is estimated that there 
are more than 35 million 
living descendants of the 
Pilgrims around the world.

descendants. These family 
histories are compiled from 
names and dates of approved 
membership applications 
to the Mayflower Society 
(GSMD). The earliest ap- 
plication dates to 1895. The 
searchable database is avail-

icated to supporting family 
history. In coming weeks, 
the database will be avail- 
able to. all active members 
of the Mayflower Society.

In addition to the search- 
able database of more than 
4.5 million names, family

cestral connection to a pas- 
senger on the Mayflower. A 
complete tree has been cre- 
ated of the 24 Mayflower 
Pilgrim families who are 
known to have left descen- 
dants, a complete tree has 
been created.

“As the custodian 
of family lines going back 
fifteen generations or more 
from founding families in 
America, being able to share 
our information with Amer- 
ican Ancestors will help us 
identify additional descen- 
dants, find undiscovered 
lines, and welcome new 
members to our society.” 
The new database is the 
result of a three-year col- 
laboration between Ameri- 
can Ancestors! NEHGS, the 
General Society Mayflower 
Descendants (GSMD), and 
FamilySearch _Internation- 
al, a nonprofit, volunteer- 
driven organization spon- 
sored by The Church. of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. The historic mem- 
bership applications from 
the archives of GSMD were 
digitized by FamilySearch 
International to create a 
storehouse of images of 
each page of an application. 
Names were meticulously 
indexed for search functions 
online. American Ancestors 
then created a searchable 
family tree for each Pil- 
grim on its American An- 
cesTREES platform, using 
the new indexed data and 
merging it with data from 
an earlier project done with 
GSMD for its renowned Sil- 
ver Books collection. 
American Ancestors 
CEO Simons stated, “This 
is an unprecedented col- 
laboration between three of 
the ‘greats.’ FamilySearch 
is'a giant of the field and 
brings the best technologies 
to bear. The Mayflower So- 
ciety (GSMD) is one of the 
most esteemed hereditary 
societies, and it champions 
the story of the Pilgrims.

Simons emphasized that 
free online access to the 
documents and lineages 
from the verified GSMD 
member applications sheds 
new light on one of Amer- 
ica’s founding legacies. In 
the year commemorating 
the 400th anniversary of the 
Mayflower’s landing, many 
of the planned events mark- 
ing its significance have 
been postponed. But investi- 
gating one’s possible ances- 
tral connection to the iconic 
Pilgrim family may take 
place comfortably at home 
and at any time through the

as the database announced 
Nov. 10th. 

General Society May- 
flower Descendants 
(GSMD) _ started taking 
applications for member- 
ship in 1895. It currently 
has more than 30,000 ac- 
tive members. This year, 
with attention being given 
to the 400th anniversary of 
the Mayflower voyage in 
1620, more individuals have 
sought recognition of their 
ancestry by submitting an 
application for membership 
to be verified by GSMD. 

Scholarship undertaken 
by the GSMD over the years 
has resulted in publication 
of 30 volumes of the Silver 
Books, known as such for 
the color of the covers. The 
books incorporate genea- 
logical data covering gen- 
erations one through five 


of a Pilgrim. That data was 
indexed by American An- 
cestors from 2017 to 2018 
to create an initial online 
database called “The May- 
flower Families Fifth Gen- 
eration Descendants.” That 
has now been merged with 
the information contained in 
the more than 100,000 May- 
flower Society applications 
utilized in this project, re- 
specting the privacy of data 
of anyone born after Dec. 
31, 1919.

‘Registering’ For 
SS, Medicare

Dear Rusty: I have a big 65th birthday coming up mid- 
March and would like your advicé on registering for Social 
Security and Medicare. I am now unemployed, but I am 
seeking another gig to get me to age 67 before taking Social 
Security. Signed: Wondering Senior 

Dear Wondering: You do not need to “register” with 
Social Security in advance. You don’t need to do anything 
with Social Security until you are ready to claim your ben- 
efits. Since you were born in 1956, your full retirement age 
(FRA) for Social Security purposes is 66 plus 4 months, 
and that is when you will be entitled to 100% of the benefit 
you’ve earned from a lifetime of working. But you can, if 
you wish, also wait beyond your FRA to get an even bigger 
benefit. For each month you delay after your FRA you'll 
earn Delayed Retirement Credits of .667%, which is 8% ad- 
ditional benefit for each year you wait. That can continue up 
to age 70 when your maximum benefit will be reached. In 
your case that would mean an age 70 benefit 29% more than 
your FRA benefit amount. But whenever you’re ready, you 
can apply for Social Security online at www.ssa.gov/retire 
(you must first create your “My Social Security” account to 
apply online). 

Medicare is an entirely separate program and, unless you 
have “creditable” employer healthcare coverage from a new 
job, you should enfoll in Medicare a bit prior to your 65th 
birthday (“creditable” coverage is a group plan with at least 
20 participants). This would be during your Medicare Initial 
Enrollment Period (IEP), which i is a 7-month window start-

Medicare Part B is coverage for doctors & outpatient 
services, and Part D is prescription drug coverage, both of 
which require apremium; Medicare Part A is hospitalization 
coverage which is free if you "re eligible for Social Security.

65, you can simply delay enrolling in Medicare Part B until

Deadheading, trim- 
ming, and pruning are part 
of growing and. maintain- 
ing a beautiful and produc- 
tive garden and landscape. 
Make sure you are outfitted 
with the right tool for the 
job. Matching the tool to 
the pruning task will help 
ensure a proper cut, reduce 
hand fatigue, and allow you 
to work longer. 

Since most pruning cuts 
in the garden and landscape 
are between 1/4” and 3/4”, 
a bypass hand pruner is a 
must. These pruners have 
two sharp blades like scis- 
sors, making a clean cut that 
closes quickly. This helps 
reduce the risk of insects 
and disease moving in and 
harming your plants. 

Avoid hand-held pruners 
that are too heavy or open 
too wide for your hand size. 
Those with a spring action 
return help reduce hand fa- 
tigue as long as the open- 
ing matches the size of your 
hand. Make*sure the pruner 
does not open wider than 
your hand can easily grip. 
Select a tool that fits in your 
hand, is comfortable,-has an 


ergonomic grip and is easy ” 


‘to control. ' 

‘Matching your pruner 
to your hand size is as im- 
portant as matching it to the 
" cutting job. Opting for an 
oversized pruner to make 
larger cuts can lead to hand 
fatigue, frustration, and im- 
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Select The Right Tool For The Pruning Task 


THE FLEXDIAL bypass pruner allows you to adjust the grip to fit the size of your hand, reduc- 
ing fatigue when making repetitive cuts. 


width across the palm of 
your hand at the base of 
your fingers. Next, measure 
the height from the middle 
of the base of your hand to 
the tip of your middle finger. 

A pruner rated for 4” 
cuts is a good match for 
those with small hands less 
than 3 1/2” wide and 6 4” 
high. If your hands measure 
3 % to 4” wide and 6 % to 
8” high, you may want to 
purchase a 34” pruner. Those 
with larger hands should 
do fine with a 1” hand-held 
pruner. 

But size is just one factor 
to consider. Hand strength 
also influences the diameter 
of the stems you will be able 
to cut. Just because a tool is 
rated for 4” doesn’t mean 
everyone will be able to ap- 
ply the needed pressure to 


_ make such a large cut. In- 


vest in tools with compound 
levers or ratchets when you 


need a mechanical advan- 
tage to make cutting easier. 


When the job is too big 
for you or the tool, select 
one better suited to the task. 
Employ a bypass lopper 
like Corona Tool’s Com- 
fortGel SL 3164D with tac- 
tile handles. Loppers have 
long handles that give you 
greater leverage and extend 
your reach. This extra reach 
makes it easier to prune all 
parts of small trees, shrubs, 
and roses. 

Invest in a foldable prun- 
ing RazorTOOTH Saw 
(coronatoolsusa.com) with 
a pull stroke cutting ac- 
tion and ergonomic handle. 
You'll be able to make cuts 
fast and easy and minimize 
hand fatigue. Foldable saws 


‘ allow you to tuck the blade 


into the handle for safe- 
keeping and reduce storage 


space.

Saws are useful tools for 
cutting larger branches on 
trees and shrubs that you 
can safely prune. Although 
I am a certified arborist, 
I only prune small trees 
and shrubs. I save big tree 
work for my colleagues that 
climb, have the equipment 
and training to do the job 
safely.

| .Heat oil and butter in a large saucepan over medium 
heat. Add garlic and shallot and cook, stirring often until 
softened, 1 to 3 minutes. Stir in rice and cook, stirring un- 
til the rice grains start to get translucent in spots, about 2 
minutes. 

2. Stir in wine and cook, stirring often until the wine has 
mostly evaporated, 2 to 3 minutes. Stir in broth, salt and 
pepper, increase heat to high and bring to a boil, stirring 
occasionally, Cover, reduce heat to low and simmer undis- 
turbed until most of the liquid has been absorbed, 30 to 35 
minutes. 

3. Stir in pumpkin, sage, nutmeg and cinnamon, return to 
a simmer, and cook, stirring often until the mixture is thick- 
ened and the rice is tender, 10 to 15 minutes. Remove from 
heat, stir Romano cheese, cover and let sit 5 minutes off the 
heat to thicken further. Serve sprinkled with more cheese, if 
desired and garnish with sage leaves.

Hemochromatosis is 
the most common form of 
iron overload disease.

Iron is essential because 
it is part of hemoglobin, a 
molecule in the blood that 
transports oxygen from the 
lungs to all body tissues. 
However, an excess of iron 
in the body leads to an accu- 
mulation that, without treat- 
ment, can damage organs 
such as the liver, heart, and 
pancreas; endocrine glands; 
and joints. 

The three types of hemo- 
chromatosis are primary he- 
mochromatosis, also called 
hereditary ‘hemochromato- 


correlated with up-to 90 
percent of cases. The two 
known mutations of HFE 
are C282Y and H63D. 


C282Y defects are the most 
conventional cause of pri- 
mary hemochromatosis. 
Rare defects in other genes 
may also cause primary he- 
mochromatosis. People with 
juvenile hemochromatosis 
characteristically develop 
severe iron overload and 
liver and heart damage be- 
tween ages 15 and 30. 

Hemochromatosis __ that 
is not inherited is referred 
to as secondary hemochro- 
matosis. The. most common 
cause ef secondary hemo- 
chromatosis is recurrent 
blood transfusions in people 
with severe anemia. Liver 
diseases, such as alcoholic 
liver disease, nonalcoholic 
steatohepatitis, and chronic 
hepatitis C infection, maybe 
the source of mild iron over- 
load. However, this type of 
iron overload causes con- 
siderably less liver damage 
than the underlying liver 
disease. 

Neonatal hemochroma- 
tosis is a raré disease dis- 
tinguished by liver failure 
and ‘death in fetuses and 
newborns. Scientists are 
investigating the causes of 
neonatal hemochromatosis 


and believe multiple _fac- 
“tots may lead to the disease. 


Primary hemochromato- 


sis is one of the most com- 


mon genetic disorders in the 
United States and ‘mainly 


"affects Caucasians of North- 


em European descent. He- 
‘tnobhromatosis is ettremely 


infrequent in African Ameri- 
cans, Asian Americans, His- 
panics/Latinos, and Ameri- 
can Indians. HFE mutations 
are usually not the cause of 
hemochromatosis in these 
populations. 

Mutually men and wom- 
en can inherit the gene de- 
fects for hemochromato- 
sis; however, not all will 
develop the indicators of 
hemochromatosis. Men usu- 
ally develop symptoms at a 
younger age than women. 
Women lose iron contain- 
ing blood regularly during 
menstruation; consequently, 
women possessing the gene 
defects that cause hemo- 
chromatosis may not devel- 
op iron overload and related 
symptoms and complica- 
tions until after menopause. 

A person that has devel- 
oped hemochromatosis may 
notice one or more of the 
following symptoms: 

_ * joint pain 

¢ fatigue, or feeling tired 

¢ unexplained weight loss 

¢ abnormal bronze or 
gray skin color 

¢ abdominal pain 

* loss of sex drive

The complication most 
often associated with hemo- 
chromatosis is liver dam- 
age. Iron buildup in the 
liver causes cirrhosis, which 
escalates the chance of de- 
veloping cancer of the liver. 
For a number of people, 
complications may be the 
first sign of hemochromato- 
sis. Conversely, not every- 
one with hemochromatosis 
will advance to complica- 
tions. 

Health care providers uti- 
lize medical and family his- 
tory, a physical exam, and 
routine blood tests to diag- 
nose hemochromatosis or 
other conditions that could 
cause similar symptoms or 
complications. If blood tests 
show higher-than-average 
levels of iron in the body, 
health care providers can 
order a special blood test 
that can detect two Copies 


_ of the C282Y mutation to 


substantiate the diagnosis. 
If the mutation is not pres- 
ent, health care providers 
will search for other causes. 
Your doctor may perform 


a liver biopsy, a procedure 


_that involves taking a piece 


of liver tissue for examina- 
tion with a microscope for 
signs of damage or disease. 
The biopsy reveals how 
much iron has accumulated 
in the liver and whether 
the patient has injury to the 
liver. 

Hemochromatosis _ is 


rare, and health care provid- 


ers may not consider testing 
for this disease. Therefore, 
the disease is frequently not 
diagnosed or treated. The 
preliminary symptoms can 
be varied, inexplicit, and 
comparable to the symp- 
toms of numerous other 
diseases. However, if diag- 
nosed and treated before 
organ damage has ensued, 
a person can expect to live 
a normal, healthy life. Ex- 
perts recommend testing for 
hemochromatosis in people 
who have symptoms, com- 
plications, or a family his- 
tory of the disease. 

The treatment for he- 
mochromatosis is drawing 
blood. This process is called 
phlebotomy. Phlebotomy 
purges the body of extra 
iron. This treatment is sim- 
ple, inexpensive, and safe. 

Based on the severity of 
the iron overload, a patient 
may have phlebotomy to re- 
move a pint of blood once 
or twice a week for several 
months to a year, and oc- 
casionally longer. Health 
care providers will test se- 
rum ferritin levels periodi- 
cally to monitor iron levels. 
Once phlebotomy reduces 
serum ferritin levels to the 
preferred concentrations, 
patients may require main- 
tenance phlebotomy treat- 
ment every few months. 

Iron is a vital nutri- 
ent found in many foods. 
Healthy people generally 
absorb less than 10 percent 
of iron in the food they eat. 
Those with hemochromato-

sis absorb up to 30 percent 
of that iron. People with 
hemochromatosis can help 
avert an iron overload by: 

¢ eating only modest 
amounts of iron-rich foods, 
such as red meat and organ 
meat 

¢ avoiding supplements 
that contain iron 

* avoiding supplements 
that contain vitamin C, 
which enhances iron ab- 
sorption 

Steps to help prevent liv- 
er damage include: 

* limiting the amount of 
alcoholic beverages they 
drink since alcohol intensi- 
fies their chance of cirrhosis 
and liver cancer 

* avoiding alcoholic bev- 
erages totally if they already 
have cirrhosis 

If you or a family mem- 
ber has been diagnosed with 
hereditary hemochromato- 
sis, it’s crucial to learn ev- 
erything you possibly can 
about this condition so that 
you can formulate knowl- 
edgeable decisions about 
your treatment and manage- 
ment of the disease.

Detec- 
tives weighed the 16 bags of brown powder and it weighed 
approximately 17 grams with packaging. Detectives also 
analyzed the tan powder and the test confirmed the sub- 
stance contained fentanyl. 

‘The 38-year-old homeless female was charged with 
trafficking fentanyl and (2) counts of distribution Class A 
(fentanyl). The $2,010 recovered has been seized pending 
civil forfeiture. The contraband was placed into evidence 
and will be forwarded to the Mass State Police Drug Lab for 
further analysis.

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pitalizations. There is 661 
presently hospitalized with 
COVID and I think 151 in 
intensive care units. I have 
a sister-in-law who works in 
a COVID intensive care unit 
in Boston and she said they 
are really, really busy. They 
are basically full. 

“The numbers are not 
improving. They are-getting 
worse. It is what was kind of 
predicted and following the 
trend of national numbers.” 

The rise in cases prompt- 
ed Gov. Charlie Baker to 
toughen the state’s mask 
rules earlier this month; all 
residents over the age of 
5 must now where a mask 
in public at all times. The 
governor also issued a new 
stay-at-home advisory that 
asks residents to remain at 
home between 10 p.m. and 5 
a.m. each night and ordered 
a number of businesses, in- 
cluding restaurants, theaters 
and gyms, to close at 9:30 
p.m., though restaurants can 
stay open for takeout and 
delivery past that. 

A complete shutdown 
can be avoided if residents 
follow the governor’s new 
guidance, Keenan said. 

“Tt is his and the health 
professionals’ hope _ that 
[the mask requirement] will 
result in fewer cases. If ev- 
eryone wears the mask and 
does everything else they 
are supposed to, then we 
will not have a complete 
shutdown like we did be- 
fore. That’s also the reason 
he did what he did relative 
to the 9:30 closing of restau- 
rants and so forth,” Keenan 
Said. 

Keenan said the town of 
Abington, one of the com- 
munities he represents, saw 
its case rate increase earlier 
this year. People were able 
to change their behavior and 
help bring it back down, he 
stated. 

“Abington went into that 
zone and people react to it 
like, ‘I better be more care- 
ful about what I do and start 
wearing my mask more,’ 
and you can see the numbers 
change,” Keenan said. 

“So behaviors can change 
and when behaviors change, 
the numbers change. It’s the 
governor’s hope — it’s all our 
hope, I’m sure — that they

change enough we don’t 
have to go through any sort 
of shutdown like we did be- 
fore.” 

In addition, Keenan said 
the decision to shut down 
the state in the spring was 
made to ensure the health 
care system would be able 
to keep up with the surge in 
cases. The system is better 
prepared now, Keenan said, 
while the average age of 
those infected has dropped. 

“Part of what prompted 
the need for the shutdown 
before was that our medical 
response was not ready for 
the virus and wasn’t capable 
of handling the surge and 
that we were struggling for 
masks, we were struggling 
for ventilators, we were 
struggling for other forms 
of PPE. All those things to- 
gether made us very vulner- 
able. And also, because it 
was hitting older people, the 
death numbers were really, 
really high,” Keenan said. 

“This time around, we’re 
better informed. People are 
wearing masks. The infec- 
tion is primarily among 
younger people...so, there 
are a lot of new cases, but 
they are not as sick and as a 


~ result fewer hospitalizations 


are required so the stress 
on the health care system 
should be less and that was 
a big driver of why we shut 
down before. 

“The hope is, everyone 
does what they are supposed 
to do, then our health care 
system will be equipped to 
handle it.”

Keenan, in the interview, 
said he was encouraged by 
those results but cautioned 
it could still be some time 
before vaccines are widely 
available. 

“It’s exciting, it’s prom- 
ising but it is still a ways 
off,” he said. ; 

The state budget includes 


funding to help distribute a 
vaccine once it is available, 
he added. 

“In the budget we did 
provide over a million dol- 
lars. to provide for the dis- 
tribution of a vaccine once 
it becomes available. That 
type of planning is going 
on so that when a vaccine 
is available, we have the 
ability and the funding to 
move it through the com- 
monwealth as quickly as 
possible,” Keenan said. “It’s 
going to be a huge task to 
distribute that.” 

One concern is that the 
vaccine needs to be stored at 
-70 degrees Celsius or about 
-94 degrees Fahrenheit.

tion of that reputation,” 
said Nicholson, who served 
in the Air Force during the 
Vietnam War. 

“We are who we are be- 
cause we are Quincy. Our 
veterans always have been 
and always will be very spe- 
cial to this city.” 

The ceremony took place 
at the World War II memo- 
rial inside Merrymount Park 
on Nov. 11, a sunmy autumn 
day with temperatures in the 
70s. In light of the pandem- 
ic, this year’s ceremony was 
shorter than usual, though it 
was still about a half hour 
long, and the traditional 
parade was cancelled. All 
those present wore masks 
and were able to spread out 
within the park. 

Nicholson, who served 
as the master of ceremonies 
for the event, said members 
of the public often thank he 
and his fellow veterans for 
their service.

Palmucci asked Miller how 
many units within the two 
new buildings would be set 
aside for affordable hous- 
ing; none of the redevelop- 
ment projects constructed in 
Quincy Center to date were 
required to comply with the 
city’s affordable housing 
mandate. 

“The last thing we need 


‘in Quincy is another big 


luxury apartment — build- 
ing,” Palmucci said. “The 
downtown I fear is becom- 
ing an enclave for the elite 
in an otherwise blue-collar 


city and development only 


works when. it benefits ex- 
isting residents.” 

Miller said the city’s 
Affordable Housing. Trust 
Committee ‘and Planning 
Board would determine 
how the developer would 
be asked to comply with the 
affordable housing require- 
ments of the zoning code. 

“That’s something we are 
very much looking forward 
to discussing there and tak- 
ing up with the appropriate 
body,” he said. “We are def- 


initely committed to fulfill- 
ing our obligations on that’ 


end.”
